tJie currency, have enforced the 
lavs.

"I know that 1" have been held up as 
a kind of ogre, a raAvhead and bloody- 
boncs, a terror to the banking and iinau- 
cial interests of tho country. 
:Maybe 
the beet answer to that may be found 
in the records and indisputable 
facts, 
that the national banks of the country 
today ai'e stronger and in better condi- 
tion than ever before, they are more 
numerous than when I became comp- 
troller; aro more prosperous arid sliow 
a 
smaller proportion 
of 
failures 
and 
losses than was ever known 
in their 
history; 
and my oilice is receiving a 
steady stream of applications for char- 
ters for new national banks and for 
permission to increase the capital of the 
existing banks." 


An Aid to Farmer. 


Mr. Williams said 
tlio new federfil 
reserve law will forbid "tlie grasping 
from using' for tlioir own advantage the 
necessities of their neigliV'ors"' and that 
it puts tho farmer on th(? same plane 
ns the bupincfis man. 
. "Tho 
farmer," he snid, "is 
enabled 
to borrow 
according^ to 
his 
industry 
and commercial 
ptanding 
because 
his 
banks knov,- liov>- and wliere to get tho 
money. 
It will ]iot bo poasible to have 
the nioi.i^y pnj>])ly locked in tho great 
centcrn frjr speculation or gambling pur- 
poses, while the real producers ana le- 
gitimate

commerce 
piuchcd or denied, perhaps just at the 
time of their most important need." 


Cries of back to tho farm, he said, 
•were futile without promise of comfort 
and happiness and prospect. 


"Put money, or opportimity to earn 
money on the farms and the people wi?l 
come back fast enough and stay."

ROUGH WARNING FOR MOTORISTS. 


(South Bend News-Times.) 


The Los 
Angeles 
board 
of public 
works is experimenting with a new kind 
of railroad signal, in an effort to protcet 
motorists from accidents at crossings. 
On the Mission road from Los Angeles 
to Pasadena, where the smooth surface 
is an almost irresistible temptation to 
"scorching/' and where there Jiavc been 
many mishaps, the board is carefully in- 
serting obstacles in the highway 
fifty 
feet each side of the railroad tracks. 
There are various kinds of obstruction— 
ridges across the road, channels and pits. 
The idea is tliat any motorist who fails 
to see or hear the regular crosjing sig- 
nals will have such a warning jolted in- 
to him by the "thank-you- ma'am" in 
the road that he will perforce slow up 
and avoid danger. . 


It's rough treatment, especially for 
the tourist who has had no means of 
'knowing about tlic obstruction. 
It may 
be that in many cases the warning may 
prove as serious as the peril it is meant 
to ward off. But the plan seems to have 
valuable possibilities in it. 


SOLDIER'S DUTY. 
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Wilson and the People 


No better commentary on President Wilson's strength with the 
great mass of the American people and the tremendous hold he has on 
the regard, the esteem and the confidence of the public could be 
imagined than that which was illustrated anew by the journey to Chi- 
cago which he has just completed. The trip from start to finish was a 
sontinued story of fine interest and enthusiastic ovation. It mattered 
not at all in what state he chanced to find himself, be the hour early 
or late, there were cheering throngs at the railway stations, eager to 
get a glimpse of President Wilson, to shake his hand and to listen to 
such message as he was able in the few moments at hand to give them. 
Northern Indiana was conspicuously friendly. At Kendallville, at 
Ligonier, at Goshen, at Elkhart, at South Bend and at Gary the story 
Wiis the same. It was an outpouring of assurance of goodwill and 
cordial endorsement. 


Chicago, however, appears to have easily capped the climax in its 
demonstration for the president. The Tribune, v/hich is earnestly sup- 
porting Mr. Hughes, carries across its front page the eight-column 
line, '' Crowds liiot to Hear Wilson.'' When Mr. Wilson arrived, says 
the Tribune, "thousands jammed the streets at the noon hour and 
cheered lustily." At the night meeting, ''about 15,000 crowded into 
the pavilion and a crowd of 10,000 was estimated to be on the out- 
side fighting the police for admission." The Herald, more independ- 
ent in character but with a distinct trend toward Mr, Hughes, pro- 
claims in its blackest type, "Wilson Stirs Big Crowds." It says the 
president "received demonstrations of the sort Colonel Roosevelt 
used to draw in Chicago during the white house days," and that "old- 
timers said its like had not been seen during a national campaign since 
Chicago grew up from a village." 
Other Chicago newspapers are 
similarly frank in acknowledging that the ovation was the greatest 
ever accorded a president in Chicago. 


The point of the thing is that this sort of tribute isn't paid by the 
people to one whom they distrust, in whom they have lost confidence, 
for whom they have ceased to entertain the highest regard, or one who 
has ceased to represent their highest ideals. They do not accord that 
sort of reception to one whom they are preparing to desert or for 
v/hose attitude they have either but lukewarm admiration, unfavor- 
able criticism or downright resentment. 
If there has been a belief 
anywhere that President Wilson has lost his tremendous hold upon 
the hearts, the sympathies and the confidence of the people, his recep- 
tion ever^'where should quickly show that any such idea is wholly un- 
founded. The people arc still with Wilsf)n.

Gov. Phillips of Wisconsin, asks that 
the national guardsmen from that state 
now on tJie border shall be mustered out 
imniediatelj' unless their services are 
needed in an emergency. 
This demand 
by a state on the commander in chict 
of the United States military forces 
forcibly suggests a possible M'cakness in 
the system by whidi we create and 
maintain forty-eight little armies for 
the service of a nation. 
It might be 
suggested to the pvernor of Wisconsin 
that it is tlie plaiji and simple duty of 
the soldier to obey the orders of his su- 
perior and to Avait for orders and in- 
structions to emanate from those who 
are responsible. 
The governor of a state 
is commander of thg national guard of 
that state. 
When the guardsmen of the 
state go under the command of the pres- 
ident of the United States, then it is ug 
to the subordinate to wait for march- 
ing orders and to refrain from asking 
for orders. 
If a colonel in charge of a 
regiment of guardsmen in the field were 
to make a demand on Gen. Funston for 
the muster out of his men, that colonel 
probably would find himself very speciL- 
ily in the presence of a more or less 
grim and gruff court-martial, with trou- 
ble in immediate prospect. 


HOW EDISON INVENTED THE 


FIRST INCANDESCENT LAMP. 


On Birthday of Incandescent Lightiug 
Thomas A. Edison Tells How He 
produced First Lamp. 
, 


"Tlie first thing to do was to find out 
what the best material to use for u 
light producer," began Mr. Edison, 
"i 
soon made up my mind that of all tlic 
materials I could obtain in 1877 carbon 
was the most promising. 
Paper, jute-, 
palm fiber, grasses, tissue paper coated 
witli tar and rolled , into thin sticks, 
charcoal, hemp—everything, in a word, 
was tried. 
Finally on October 21, 1879, 
I carbonizcd a picce of cotton sowing 
thread bent into a loop and scaled it in 
a" glass globe from 
hich tlie air had 
been .pumped out. 
Whezi the current 
was turned on, that black thread glowed 
for forty hours. 
That was really the 
first 
incandescent 
electric 
lamp. 
It 
couldn't 1)0 put on the market, of course, 
but it showed unmistakably that elec- 
tricity could bo v.sed for incandescent 
lighting. 
T «])pnt 
about 
.$-iO,000 in 
bringing the investigation up to that 
point, and yet in !i. way, this was only 
the bogituiing. 
A little later we placed 
several hundred paper-filament lamps 
on the market. 
So I,began a hunt for 
the riglit kind of carbon.

Wilson More Like Lincoln 
Than Any Other Man of 
Our Day, She Says. 


(By Milton M. Bronner.) 


New 
York, 
Oct. 18.—"The more 
I 
Jtijdy Woodrow Wilson, the more I see 
the parallel between him and Lincoln. 
Wilson makes me think of Lincoln in 
his intonso Americanism, in lúa entire 
devotion to the well-being^ of tlie aver- 


age man of our country and not to any 
])articular favored class." 


Thus Miss Ida M. Tarbell began, in 
lier study in the quiet Gramercy Park 
section, when I asked her whether there 
: really was a parallel between Lincoln 
;ind any man of our time. 


Hardly anyone could give a more au- 
tlioiitative 
and 
unprejudiced 
answer 
tJuin she. 
The life of Lincoln long hag 
l>een one of her deepest studies. 
To 
Lincoln she has devoted some of her 
best and most famous books. 


"Most presidents," said Miss Tarbell, 
"no matter how peaceful their times, 
liave serious problems, and most of them 
are inclined to think that no president 
since Lincoln has had such troubles. 
In 
the case of Wilson the parallel has more 
to rest on. 


"Botli men had a pretty clear issue 
that they kept to the front. With. Lin- 
coln the main idea was the preservation 
of tha lu^on. Wilson is «cekiiur to keep 


the peace, with honor. 


"Wilson makes up his mind what his 
object is; he sticks to it, and you can't 
get him away. 
That was Lincoln. 
He 
stuck to hia object like a dog to a bone. 


"Wilson," like Lincoln, doesn't 
make 
up his mind quickly, or without deep 
thought. 
A decision with him is no£ a 
niatter of impulse. 
Wilson takes his 
tima. He gets all the facts. 
Ho weighs 
them, draws his conclusion and then 
hangs on that. 
And while he doea this, 
hig mind is open to new facts. 


"He has no pride of opinion. 
His 
enemies accuse him of shifting his po- 
sition. An intelligent, honest man, when 
in a position 
where the 
facts shift, 
must change his position. 
Otherwise he 
would be dogmatic. 


"Lincoln, too; used to be accused of 
shifting hig position, but he replied that 
whenever he was convinced his view was 
wrong, he would change. 
It wa's the 
tru® view he was after. 


"I think there have been few occa- 
sions in our history in which intelli- 
gence called more urgently to a man to 
shift his position than in Wilson's case. 
And this was so because for a long time 
every morning he was confronted by a 
new set of facts in a new set of cir- 
cumstances. 


"Lincoln used to say before the war 
that the dispute about slavery should 
be settled by ballots and not bullets, so 
Wilson's position is that in a civilized 
world reasonable processes and not bul- 
lets should settle disputes. 


"Wilson, amid a world in arms, has 
been trying to preserve the little body 
of interantioiml, law that ^ e world had 
worked out. 
He 
has 
prevented the 
world from stepping back entirely from 
Ihev highest point it had reached. 


"Lincoln felt 
that 
the 
world had 
reached a certain point as to slavery. 
If slavery spread in this country, he 
felt, the world would be Koinf{ back- 


• • • •• •• 
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ward in its attitude toward human be- 
ings and the democratic ideal. 
If the 
small body of interhational law was de- 
stroyed, Wilson 
felt 
that 
the world 
would ^ 
going back in a similar man- 
ner. 


"And there is another parallel, too. 
There was always in the north a great 
variety of opinion against Lincoln'^ dur- 
ing the war. 
There were radically op- 
posed interests united in only one thing 
—^bitter hostility to Lincoln. 


"Ho was opposed by the rabid abol^ 
tionists because he did not. hove fast 
enough in freeing the slaves, and there 
were the copperheads who were agatnst 
him for just the opposite reason. 


"At present, too, there are radically 
opposed interests unitetl in only one 
thing—bitter hostility to Wilson. 


"There arc the rabid pro-a,llies, .who 
think he should have inade war on Ger< 
many, and the rabid pro-Germans, wbo 
think ha w*« too »evere with Gwmany.

"Lincoln in his own party had men 
who were opposed to him. 
Thus Gree- 
ley, while abhorring slavery, so detest- 
ed the idea of men killing each other 
that he was for peace at any price. 


"So, in our day, there are pacifists 
who oppose Wilson because, while trynig 
to keep the country at peace, he is pre- 
paring it j^in.st aggression. 
They see 
only their ideals. 
They refuse to recog- 
nize the state of the world in whicli,we 
live. 


"Just as petty abuse and gossip fol- 
lowed Lincoln, so similar abuse follows 
Wilson. That seems to be true in times 
of great national stress. 
People become 
so partisan that they cailnot 
relieve 
their feeling^ unless they invent scan- 
dals iind untruths. 
In their bitterness 
any peg will do on which to hang some- 
thing as ugly us it i.s false, 


"WiliK)n's Americanism Ja of the kind 
that Lincoln's was. 
All hia legislation 


has been in the interest of the common^ 
num."

There is more in military 
training 
Ikan the elementary thrills, Capt. By- 
Nde, 
commandant 
military 
training, 
Concordia college, told memljers of the 
Quest club Friday noon at luncheon at 
the ComraGrcinl club'. The speaker said 
military training meant 
self-conlidenee 
and that scholastic records indicated the 
learning was on a ten per cent, higher 
baaiB in schools where there was mili- 
tary training. 


W. H. Scheiman, president of the cltxb, 
presided. New members were announced 
a« ^follows: 
Don Mungen, Wild wood 
Builders' company; C. C, Miller, W ^ n e 
Paper Goods company; J. J. Kline, I^ort 
Wayne Electric works; E. .A, Larimorc, 
Protective Electric works; William Ro- 
han, Wolf & Dessaner, and W. (1. Göll, 
Fort Wayne Electric works. 


The Qtrest club will lend its support 
heartily through the individual 
nieni- 
bers t o the conv«iition hall project. H. 
W. Fe«, geeretary of the oltib, will fnr- 
ntMh the o l a l ) r o i t e r of the geuejiil 


committee working out the convention 
hall project. 
The phui to iiave a spe- 
cial committee from the club urge on 
the voterK.the necessity of casting their 
i ballot on the proposition was abandon- 
i ed on the theory that tlie committee noM' 
working out the publicity 
o^mpaign 
for the cojiseum Ava.s mo^t capable and 
in a position to place the activities of 
the Quest club members in the places 
where they were most needed., 


E. W. Piickett, chairman of the even- 
ing program committee, announced that 
C. A. Brownell, of the Ford Motor Car 
company,

speak Nov. 
10 from the siibject, "The i:ight-Hom- 
Law as Seen from the Standpoint of 
the Production Manager of the Ford 
Motor Car Company." 
E/ W. Price, of

Mr. Brownell in an address the first 
week in December. 


"Obedience is an absolute 
require- 
ment of persons undergoing military 
training. 
This quality Is Insisted upon 
to the most minute degree. 


"There Is another quality of great 
service to the employer which Is an 
Integral part of military training. This 
la the ability to work with other men. 
A man who Is constantly out of tune 
with his fellow men Is hardly a profit- 
able employe. 


Nations Will Benefit. 


"As nations a r e really groups of 
Individuals they must beneflt or auflfer 
from the same causes a s those individ- 
uals. 
History teaches us that this Is 
true. A nation- Is stronv when the In- 
dividuals of that group ar« a t their 
best mentally, morally a n d physically. 
T h e nation remains stronff Just so long 


as this condition of strength remains 
in its individual members. 
It decays 
with its members and will become the 
prey of stranger nations as soon as 
they learn it is safe for them to exploit 
the weakening. 
The Roman 
empire 
and the Spanish empire are both exam- 
ples of this truth. 


"Hence strong individuals 
bringing 
strength to the nation also are the de- 
termining factor in perpetuating the 
group of which they are members. 


An Abnormal Situation. 


"War is an abnormal situation, it is 
only through tho arts of peace that a 
nation is built up, but. to preserve this 
peace, armies are a s necessari' to na- 
tions as strength of character and 
courage to resent injury are to Indi- 
viduals to protect them from oppres- 
sion at the hands of aggressive neigh- 
bors. A good army commands respect 
and insures fair treatment for the na- 
tion posse.ssing it, and fair treatment 
Is about all we have a right to ask. 


"I have said a real army prevents 
explolta.tion and this is true. 
No na- 
tion is going to trample upon our rights 
when she knows she is inviting certain 
disaster upon herself. 


"Will we ever have a war, will not 
the present conflagration bring eternal 
peace? 
I do«-not pretend to answer 
these questions with 
finality. 
I hope 
we are never called upon to defend 
ourselves from a n avaricious neighbor 
and I also hope we may see eternal 
peace established, 
but I doubt very 
much that either condition will obtain. 


"We may have war b,ecause there are 
certain things for which there seems 
to be no other cure. 
When that time 
comes I hop« tbUi country will : have 
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made the proper use of Its opportuni- 
ties so that we may derive the benefits 
of the last great ad^'antc^ge of milltarj- 
training to the nation." 


Captain Byroad's Address, 


Capt-ain Byroad spoke in part as fol 
lows: 


"In speaking 
of 
military 
training, 
most people think only of the elemen- 
tary diills they are accustomed to see. 
However, this is only a very small part 
of 
military 
training. 
Real 
training 
comprises a completo development of 
tbe man mentall)-, mor.ally and physic- 
ally. 
That this sort of training, has 
certain a<lvantages, I am going to try 
and prove to you today. I believe the 
advantages of this training applies to 
the individual, to the employer and t-3 
the nation. 


"Tliero can bo no question that the in- 
dividual receives a great mental stimu- 
lus. 
We find the average young man 
fairly active mentally, this activity in- 
creases constantly; but the greatest pro- 
gress is shown by the dilHdent young- 
ster. 
He is bashful, 
slow and lacks 
proper co-ordination. 
He ha« no in- 
itiative and requires constant urging to 
have him accomplish anything of value. 
This plight is purely a condition of the 
mind. 
After 
a 
comparatively 
short 
time 
these cases show the effects of 
their work in an alertness that was to- 
tally foreign to them before. They lo.«<e 
thoir diffidcnce and gain self-confidcnce. 
They bfegin to look their fellow men 
squarely in the face with a feeling of 
equality. 
Before long they begin to do 
things 
without 
bein^r told. 
This dc- 
velops an initiative which proves a mind 
in active devalopmmit. 
This quickening 


of the mind is roilectcd in all the manV, 
activitiea. 


"U'e know tlii.s to bo. true, for the 
school boy loarn.s 
more 
rapidly, his 
grade.s are higlier and he prepares his 
les9on_ with 
les.s 
effort. 
In 
schools, 
where military departments have been 
established, the scholarshi])^ increases 
about 10 per cent. 


"In order that no mistakes may be 
made, persons entering military train- 
ing are given a thorough physical exam- 
ination by a competent physician and 
his report is considerofl final. 
In his 
rejjort, the surgeon calls attention to 
defects and recommends certain exer- 
cises. 
At Concordia college there are 
a few boys each year who are excused 
from part of the training in the fall. 
Usually these youngsters are retumnrl 
to full duty in January, bccaiise of 
benefits they have received from their 
first four months of training. 
In fact, 
I can prove almost every claim I have 
made as to the adva.ntages of military 
training to the individual by taking you 
oTit to the college at anv time. 
I am 
told of the wonderful difference in the 
boys there now and the ones who at- 
tended the institution before the intro- 
duction of tlie military deimrtment. 
Work at Concordia College. 
"I do not believe you fully appre- 
ciate the work this oollege is doing right 
here in your own town. 
Tliere are in 
attendance now about 275 vonng men 
between the ages of 14 and 20. yearp. 
Thcv have , been there since the first 
wrek of September 
withotit any one 
being sent to the college hospital; Last 
January I inaugurated daily marches.in 
all kinds of «Mi»«««'. 
Thes« tripn cov- 


erod a distance of from four to 
miles. 
We continued 
these 
exorcises 
during January and Februiiry without 
a case of sickness severe enough to cause 
a boy to lose a meal iu the dining room. 
These boys sleep all winter iu unheated 
rooms. In fuct, there is no Jieating Ap- 
paratus in the bed rooms. They arise at 
() a. m. and must be in bed at 10 p. m. 
Tlie younger boya somewhat earlier. Be- 
tween these hours their whole time is 
ordered. 
This is not all work, but iv 
pla}' period is inserted at the close of 
the afternoon. 
This developes a sys- 
tematic orderliness which must be at- 
tained as it does not seem to be in- 
herent in the American youth. 


Desire for Success. 


"Every man wantsi to be a succcsii. 
He looks around at his fellows who aiv 
successful, with his own future in miiul. 
When he sees otlier men, with no morn 
opportunity forging 
to the front, he 
looks closer to hi^ own affairs. 
Thtt; 
militar}' 
training 
brings 
him good 
health with physical strength. 
Besides 
this, it has brought him the power of 
concentration and awakencil hi^ ambi- 
tions. 
These qualities should be a great 
help to him in his battle to succeed. 


"It seems to be that an individual 
who has become active mentall.y, clean 
morally, whose 
physical 
welfare has 
been well taken care of, must bring an 
in'crease«l general efficiency to bear up- 
or any vocation his natural talents may 
load -him to undertake. Nor arc the ad- 
va-ntages of military training confincd 
to t h e individual. 
I believe the em- 
ployer :gains a dccided ^benefit frohi the 
effeots of this training upon the people 
whom h« tmplojs. 


"Discipline is the great lack in the 
American character. 
The boys of to- 
day do not receive the home 
training 
in this quality that you received. Therd 
are few boys who have definite duties 
ho perform at home. 
Often, the father 
is away all the day, thus the boy re- 
ceives none of the sterner admonish- 
ments a man brings to those who are 
delinquent. 
The mother 
hardly has 
the capacity to take the father's place 
In this matter. 
The youngster follows 
his own inclinations and soon resents 
any interference with his own^esires. 
Discipline must be acquired. 
It has 
been detlned as obedience to legitimate 
authority not because the thing ordered 
is right but because It is ordered, 
i his 
quality and loyalty go hand in hand 
and they are the paramount military 
qualities. 
No breach of discipline is 
overlooked, therefore the young man 
comes to his employer with discipline 
attained. 


"Loyalty Is an inherent quality. It Is 
not acquired although It may be de- 
veloped to a degree. 
Disloyalty may 
be guarded against. We have an axiom 
in the army which reads 'No man is fit 
to command until he Is taught to obey 
and is loyal to his superiors.' It strikes 
me this same axiom must apply to the 
industrial side of life. 


"A man who has attained discipline 
Is prompt for he will obey orders as 
to time in the same manner In which 
he obeys other directions. 
Loyalty to 
his superiors, brings ungrtidglng ser- 
vice to . the task assigned. 
This disci- 
pline and loyalty decreases the contro- 
versies that usually'lttrlse from the. a b - 
sence, of these qualitl«« a m o n g tho «m- 
ployea. 
\ 
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Edward Schneider of the 
Commercial Club Dies 
at Mother's Home. 


FoHowin«:: a fc->v months' illness, dno 
to 
cornplication 
of 
diieasos, 
Edward 
Schncider, aged twenty-nine years, man- 
ager of the i-afe at tlie Comnierfial club, 
died Thursday evening at the home of 
his mother, Mrs. :Mary M. Schneider, of 
the McKinnic flats. 
He took sick sev-

In the first eight months of the pres- 
ent year thh-teen people lost their lives 
and 104 were injured at grade crossings 
on the Pennsylvania railroad 
system, 
under circumstanceg the very nature of 
which proved total disregard of caution 
and in many cases willful running or 
risks. 


This is shown as the result of a spe- 
cial inquiry, which has just been com- 
pleted, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the extent of recklessness on the part 
of the public at liighway crossings over 
the tracks of the Pennsylvania railroad. 


A large proportion of these accidents 
occurred to automobilists. 
The drivers 
of 
twenty-three 
motor cars 
smashed 
their machines into the sides of trains 
that were actually part way over the 
crossings. 
Four lives were lost in this 
way and fifty-one persons were injured. 
Six motorcycles, two bicycles and four 
horse-drawn 
vehicles were 
similarly 
driven into the sides of trains, causing 
the death of two persons and injury of 
fourteen. 
One trolley 
ear 
was 
run 
against a train at a crossing, but for- 
tunately only a single person was hurt. 


Six 
automobiles 
crashed 
into, 
or 
through, safety gates while . they were 
down and nine people were hurt. 
Five 
motorcycles and two horse-drawn vehi- 
cles did likewise, causing injury to ten 
people. 


Eight accidents occurred as a result 


of persons attempting to crawl over 
trains at crossings. 
Two people, risk- 
ing tlieir lives in this way, fell between 
cars and were killed. 
Six others were 
injured. 


One man jumped off an automobile 
while in the middle of a crossing, stum- 
bled in front of a train and was killed. 


Seventeen people 
dodged 
under or 
around the safety gates and were struck 
by approaching trains. 
Four of them 
were killed and thirteen were injured. 


The Pennsylvania railroad is wiping 
out grade crossings as fast as available 
resources will permit. 
Since 1902 the 
expenditures for this piirpose on the 
lines east of Pittsburg alone—compris- 
ing less than half the mileage of the 
Pennsylvania 
sj'-stem—have 
exceeded 
$40,000,000. 
Many grade crossings still 
remain. To remove them at once, or in 
tlie very near future, is impossible, as 
the necessary capital could not be ob- 
tained. 
Before suclx improvements can 
be made by a railroad, the money to 
pay for them must first be earned. 


it is the belief of the management of 
the Pennsylvania railroad system that 
accidents at the grade crossings which 
have not yet been removed, are wholly 
avoidable and that none would occur at 
all if everyone, before going over th(i 
tracks, would first "Stop, Look and Lis- 
ten."

speeches of his career, is not taken se- 
riously in France, but some portions of 
Ihe address he delivered in opposing the

,who met a number of Crerman socialists 
fluring the wal in conference in Switzer- 
land. 
In the course of his attempt in 
the chamber to arrive at a calculation 
jof what the war costs, he said: 


"How many men shall we have lost at 
jthe end of the war? 
I have said that it 


will last 
an(jther year 
still, at 
least 
with the polity of IMonsicr Briand. Sup- 
j posing that, at the end 
of 
the 
war, 
'France has a million and a half of men 
killed. 
Going back 1o o\ir 
calculation 
'of the value of tlieir work and taking 
an average of 33 years ul effective labor 
for each man, we roacli tlio sum of 100,- 
000 francs for eacli individual. 
Multi- 
ply 100,000 by a million and a half 
and you obtain 150 million francs as tiie 
economic value of tlie Frenchmen who 
v.ill have been klHcd during the war. 


"Thus we iiave the three ligures; 50 
billions and more ]Hibiic expenditiu'cs at 
jthe present time; in a year more oO 
billions more, makiiip- a total of 80 bil- 
'lions for public expcmUtuvei'. 
Lot us es- 
timate live billions for the reparation of 
war 
damages, 
making 
8 5 
billions, 
to 
which we must add oiu* old debt, that 
we are too likely to forgot these day?,

30 billions, which makes 115

There is tlie gulf that is to he 
filled in actual cash, wliic-li, added to the 
120 billions of economic loss, brings the 
cost of tlie war up to 315 to 320 bil- 
lions of francs."

Brizcn at this point, provoking exclama- 
tions from all parts of the chamber,

capitalistic, period

whicli wo have lived for a century past, 


wars, colonial wars, and the present war 
is nothing but business. 


"Now business is treated in a business 
way, intelligently, prudently, with clear 
eyesight ujion the future. 
Instead of 
giving the blood of his country, if Mon- 
sieur Briand could obtain the result tha^ 
wo wish to attain—victory, according to 
you, or national independence that we 
all 
of 
us 
want—by negotiation 
or 
through intermediaries, we can, and we 
ougt, to negotiate. 
Before having nr- 
ought to negotiate. 
Before having ar- 
])eaceful solution is impossible, we have 
not the rifflit to conlinue to throw, with- 
out counting, the people's billions into 
ihe abyss and masses of men under the 
(Irum-fire of dealli.''

ishoQld let it speak the words of the 
Lord Jesas to ^s and our pupils. This 
jlesson occurred probably A. D. 59, per- 
haps in August, the day after last Sun- 
day's lesson. This was the same hall 
.where Agrippa had heard the people 
caUing him a god (Acts 12). 
Paul, 
the center of all interest, is chained 
|to his Boman guardians. The prisoner 
has been vehemently accused as one 
worthy of death and had appealed to 
Caesar, but Festus, not being well ac- 
quainted with Jewish laws and cus- 
toms, conld not make any definite 
charge against him before the Roman 
court. 
Hence he turns him over to 
Agrippa, who was well acquainted 
with matters of Jewish law. 


I. Paul, the Preacher 
(vv. 1-23). 
This was one of the great occasions 
in the life of thlo great man. 
Paul 
was prenching to a king and a wojnan 
of great inflv«ince (a sermon which 
little changed their lives evidently), 
and also to the coming ages. 
This 
liinff nnd queen wore wedded to their 
infaray. 
God had in mind on that 
day an niidlenoe in comparison with 
.^vliich that which Paul saw faded Into 
oblivion. 
Notice his argument. (1) 
He begins with his own experience. 
In these verses there are over forty 
personal pronouns. 


Men do not need so much light as 
they do need iieat, and Paul was 
speaking out of the hot tiirobs of his^ 
personal experience. 
Paul stood be- 
I fwe them a living miracle, an incar- 
I nate argument. We might tremble at 
I the doctrine oi the resurrection. 
He 
. knew it was a marvelous thing that 
j God shoull raise the dead, but that 
j cliange had been wrought in him ; 
; which was equivalent to the miracle j 
of raising one from the grave.

Paul's plea was for the Roman as ; 
well as the Jew. Considering his per- j 
sonal testimony, he declares that he ! 
Is a true Jew of the strictest sect (vv. ; 
4-8), and as such he lived In the | 
"hope of the promise" as predicted by i 
Isaiah and Daniel. That promise has j 
been fulfilled la Jesus, the crucified, ' 
who rose again from the dead, and j 
Paul adds, "I have seen him, for j 
which hope's sake. King Agrippa^ 1 i 
I am accused of the Jews." (2) (vv. 9- 
j 15) Paul tells the audience that he, 


himself, was once a zealous perse- | 
j cutor of the Christians, more so than !

with madnesST Much learning (literal- 
ly, many writings) was turning him 
mad, making him a lunatic, a dreamer,' 
one who lived In the atmosphere of 
wild Imaginings. 
Paul's reply was; 
not ^arsh. "Most noble Pestus" (Am. 
R.) "I am not mad, but speak words of 
soberness," words of eternal life and 
spirit al life (of sound sense) that, 
were true and earnest. Paul thereupon 
appeals to King Agrippa to confirm 
his statements (v. 2-6). 
The crazy 
man is he who lives for this world 
rather than for eternity. 
The devilj 
has cheated many a man out of eter-! 
nal life by the method which Festus! 
followed. He has also cheated many! 
B Christian out of the larger life in 
the same way. Paul's appeal to Agrip- 
pa (w. 27-29) is very suggestive. 
i 
Some people believe that the con- 
tents of the prophecies are of no pres- 
ent day value, and some are tryiog tol 
break their force. Some declare theyi 
cannot be true, yet these prophecies 
are the ones that declare that "Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God." The] 
literal translation of Agrippa's answer, 
is, "In a little thou persuadest me to! 
be a Christian." It is said that Agrip-j 
pa said this in sarcasm, but, like many 
another attempted jest, it revealed the] 
real state of the heart. 


Agrippa saw the cost of further con- 
sideration of the claims of Christ and 
was unwilling to pay the price (vv. 
80-32). Thus Agrippa's soul was lost, 
and yet he was within one step of 
eternal life. Paul with great dignity 
took advantage of Agrippa's ambigu-' 
ous expression, and said: "I would to 
God that whether with Uttle or with 
much, not only thou but also all that 
hear me this day might become such 
as I am except (raising his fettered 
hands) these bonds." (Am. R.). 


Paul was willing and glad to suffer 
anything for the sake of Jesus Christ, 
his Lord ( n Cor. 12-10).

li'ar from being a period of stagnation 
for the expeditionary troops, the'hiatus 
during the last few months in the pur- 
suit of Villa has been of almost ines- 
timablo benefit to them, particularly to 
tjie mounted arm. 
It has given com- 
manding officers opportunities to handle 
larger bodies of men imder conditions 
more nearly akin to those of war than 
have obtained at any time since in the 
past 50 3'ears. 


The maneuvers, 
which 
are varied, 
progressive and in accordance with well 
defined plans, include such simple exer- 
cises as horse training and ascend to 
solving of warfare problems that involve 
the handling of brigades. 
Fire controlj- 
although classed among tlie elementary 
exercises, is virtually new to the cav- 
alry, although the infantry has been 
working on it for several years. 


Pamphlets issued by the School of 
Musketry Fire at Ft Sill, Okla., have 
been furnished commanding officers and 
problems they contain in skeleton form 
are amplified and worked out. 
Exercises 
suggested in these pamphlets also «ire 
being tried out and suggestions for im- 
provement, resulting from actual prac- 
tice, are being noted. 
Recommendations 
by regimental officers are lieing studied 
by General J. J. Pershing and his chief 
of staff. Colonel De R. C. Cabell, and 
those considered worth while are being 
incorporated in tentative 
manuels. 


Studying developments of the Euro- 
pean war, and realizing that, under mod-

Save for tho tramp of hoofs 
and the leather-softened rattle of equip- 
ment, troop movements are made silent- 
ly, not u voice being raised in command 
When a problem, prepared by the 
commanding general or his stafl", is given 
out, an observer accompanies each of

opposing

watches tho operations.

mimic combat, a critique is held. Tac- 
tical errors observed are pointed out and 
suggestions made relative to better man- 
ocuvers that might have been employed. 


Full advantage is being taken of tlio 
fact that there are four regiments of 
cavalry at headquarters camp, a cir- 
cumstance without parallel in army an- 
nals for years. 
All the regiments being 
used, it also is obsen'ed, are beiijig man- 
oeuvered at full war strength as pro- 
vided under the new army reorganiza- 
tion bill. 
Tills affords tlie first oppor- 
tunity American commanders liave had 
of handling troops of tlii.s size in man- 
oeuvers. 


The war game will reach a climax 
•when the manoeuvers pro/p-css to the 
point where every 
fighting 
man avail- 
able will be marcJied against an imagin- 
ary enemy under conditions that almost 
approximate real war.

Inner Facts of Clash Be- 
tween Chinese and Japs 
Come to Light. 


Mukden, Sept. 
10.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—Controversj'- 
concerning the price of fish is reported to 
have been the immediate cause of the 
conflict between Japanese and Chinese 
soldiers at Chengchiatun on August 13, 
which resulted in the death of eleven 
soldiers and the injury of many others. 


A Japanese drug clerk who was buy- 
ing a fish from a Cliinese boy, object«id 
to the price asked, and gave the boy a 
beating. 
Chinese soldiers resented the 
attack made upon the boy by the Jap- 
anese, and handled the drug clerk rough- 
ly- 


The disgruntled Japanese reported to 
Japanese officers that he had been as- 
saulted by Cliinese soldiers without rea- 
A Japanese gendarme was de- 
tailed to make an investigation, and re- 
' ported that his efforts to get informa- 
tion at the Qiinese barracks had been 
resisted. A lieutenant and twenty pri- 
vates were detailed by the Japanese 
commanding officer to proceed to the 
Chinese barracks and obtain satisfac- 


Two sentries at the Chinese barracks, 


refusei 
the Japanese troops admission, '.for containing sugar and other fpod in 
The Chinese insist that .the Japanese 
lieutenant gave orders for his soldiers 
to use force. A battle followed in which 
ipeven Japanese soldiers were killed out- 
right, five were mortally wounded, and 
several others 
less 
seriously injured. 
Fom- Chinese soldiers were killed and 
a number wounded. 


While it has not been positively es- 
tablished who fired the first shot, it was 
probably fired by a Chinese who wa$ 
standing 


some distance from the gate, 
and is reported to have fired with such 
deadly aim that he alone probably kill- 
ed most of the Japanese, 


After tlie conflict the Japanese fled to 
their barracks, where they barricaded 
themselves, fearing 
a 
general attack 
from Chinese troops. 
The magistrate 
of Chengchiatun 
visited the 
Japanese 
commander in an eflfort to make amends 
and restore peace. He was kept as a 
prisoner in the Japanese barracks by 
the commander, who explained that be 
felt he was protecting his troop« against 
any fxu-ther attack by holding the mag- 
istrate; 
Finally the Japanese released 
the magistrate after he had turned .'lis 
son over to them to be held as a hostage. 


On August 16 the magistrate eflfect- 
ed arrangements for the withdrawal of 
Chinese troops five miles from town^ 
and peace Avas restored.

Hammond, Ind., Oct. 20.—Pursued by 
six automobiles, a huge touring car con- 
taining a man and two women escaped 
across the state line into Illinois after 
the machine had sideswiped the car of 
Richard Fehrman, a Whiting contractor, 
on the Jackson highway, near Dyer. Six 
persons, relatives of Fehrman, were in- 
jured when the auto was overturned and 
demolished.

These tractors, with their wide tread, 
will go anywhere in these swampy lands, 
and are used to pull plows. 
They are 
also used to some extent in the delta 
region of Louisiana. 


"It is easy to imderstand how cater- 
pillar type 
tractors 
can cUmb shell 
craters, push 
down 
trees, 
go over 
trenchse and even push down walls of 
buildings," said A. P. Yerkes, expert in 
the bureau of farm management. 


You can practically stand a tractor 
on its nose, and as long as the revolving 
surface touches the earth it will movo 
forward and climb out of a hole. 
The 
combined power of four of these tractors 
would be qxiite sufficient to push over 
any ordinary tree or similar obstacle."

heckled the Hughes womfu's special on

coast 
to 
coast trip. 
They 
had 
planned to greet Pre^-idciit Wilson with 
banner.'^ usking pertinent questions 
on 
his suffrage position. 
It was tried on 
yesterday when the president motore<l 
iip to tlie Auditorium theater to speak, 
with the riot as a result. 


Tile police were useless. 
As the presi- 
dent's car flashed into sight the angry 
word "Sliame:"' leaped from lip to lip. 
There was a Bwift surge outward, and 
the tliin line of women sashed in the 
color.« of the party rumpled up like a 
rank of paper dolls.

Sea Regarding Poll 
Fraud Law. 


at 


Washington. D. C., Oct. 20.—The de- 
partment of justice is in the unusual 
predicament of conducting a wide-spread 
investigation 
for 
election 
conspiracy 
frauds without having a known 
valid 
laAv on which to base prosecutions even 
if the frauds are discovered. 


These investigations are taking place 
throughout 
the 
middle 
west 
and 
in 
Pennsylvania and New York and Den- 
ver, Colo. It is estimated that from fifty 
to a hundred special agents of the de- 
partment of justice are now combing the 
country 
"discovering" 
election 
frauds. 
Most of these are in Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Ohio, but there are a num- 
ber of them in other places. 


If it is found that election 
frauds 
have been perpetrated by the wholesale, 
as the department seems to think they 
have, then any prosecutions will havo to 
be based on section 37 of the penal code, 
•which defines and provides a penalty for 
a conspiracy 
to 
defraud 
the 
United 
Stsites. 


However, there is much doubt about 
whether this section takes in election 
frauds. 
Judge 
Brown of the federal 
court in Rliode Island, has ruled that it 
does not. 
Judge Anderson of Indiana, in 
the Terre Haute case ruled otherwise. 


The department, 
therefore, does 
not 
really know whether section 37 applies 
to elections or not. 
It hopes that the 
decision of Judge Brown -vvill be over- 
ruled by the eupremo coiu-t and that of 
Judge Anderson upheld,

No better commentary on President AYilson's strength -with tlie 


great mass ol! the American people and the tremendous hold he has ou 
the regard, the esteem and the confidence of the public could be 
imagined than that which was illustrated anew by the journey to Chi- 
cago which he has just completed. The trip from start to finish was a 
continued story of fine interest and enthusiastic ovation. It mattered 
uot at all in what state he chanced to find himself, be the hour early 
or late, there were cheering throngs at the railway stations, eager to 
?ct a glimpse of President Wilson, to shake his hand and to listen to 
such message as he was able in the few moments at hand to give them. 
Northern Indiana was conspicuously friendly. At Kendallville, at 
Ligonier, at Goshen, at Elkhart, at South Bend and at Gary the story 
was the same. It was an outpouring of assurance of goodwill and 
cordial endorsement. 


Chicago, however, appears to have easily capped the climax in its 


demonstration for the president. The Tribune, which is earnestly sup- 
porting Mr. Hughes, carries across its front page the eight-column 
line, "Crowds Riot to Hear Wilson." "When Mr. Wilson arrived, says 
the Tribune, "thousands jammed the streets at the noon, hour auc 
cheered lustily." At the night meeting, "about 15,000 crowded into 
the pavilion and a crowd of 10,000 was estimated to be on the out- 
side fighting the police for admission." The Herald, more independ 
ent in character but with a distinct trend toward Mr. Hughes, pro 
claims in its blackest type, "Wilson Stirs Big Crowds." It says the 
president "received demonstrations of the sort Colonel Eoosevel 
used to draw in Chicago during the white house clays," and that "old- 
timers said its like had not been seen during a national campaign since 
Chicago grew up from a village." Other Chicago newspapers arc 
similarly frank in acknowledging that the ovation was the greatest 
ever accorded a president in Chicago. 


The point of the thing is that this sort of tribute isn't paid by the 


people to one whom they distrust, in whom they have lost confidence, 
for whom they have ceased to entertain the highest regard, or one who 
has ceased to represent their highest ideals. They do not accord that 
sort of reception to one whom they are preparing to desert or for 
whose attitude they have either but lukewarm admiration, unfavor- 
able criticism or downright resentment. If there has been a belief 
anywhere that President Wilson has lost his tremendous hold upon 
the hearts, the sympathies and the confidence of the people, his recep- 
tion everywhere should quickly show that any such idea is wholly un- 
founded. The people are still with Wilson.

and magnesia will take a bad greeso 
stain from silk.

not -arsh. "Most noble Festus" (Am. 
R.) "I am' cot mad, but speak words oft 
soberness," words of eternal life and 
spirit al life (of sound sense) that, 
were true and earnest.
